Batchelor is nuw in jail at Gray, Ga., 
eharged with murcer. 

Batchelor came out from Macon on 
the morning train and got off at Mar- 
tin’s Spring, a short distance from 
Uriswoldyilie. He went straight to 
the home of the Andersons, where his 
wife had been spending a few days. 

Just what happened there has not 
been disclosed, but there were words 
and Batchelor pulled the pistol and 
shet his mother-in-law in the cheek 
while she was standing on the front 
perch of her home. Mrs. Anderson 
was a few feet above Batchelor when 
the shot was fired and the _ bullet 
ranged upward, causing almost in- 
stant death as it sped through the 
isin.

New York, April 28.—Three hun- 
dred million dollars have been put at 
the disposal] of the British government 
by J. P. Morgan & Company and 
the Federal Reserve bank of New 
York to safeguard Britain in _ its 
transition from a paper to a gold 


standard of currency. 
Morgan is supplying $100,000,000 


and the New York bank, with other 
reserve banks, is putting up the re- 
wmainder. Thus the world approaches 
rar after the unprecedented slumps 
induced by the war, and Great Brit- 
nin and her dominions line up with 


the United States on the solvent side | 


of the international ledger. Simultane- 
ously it is reported from Amsterdam 
that Holland will reestablish the gold 
standard effective Wednesday.

WASHINGTON PLEASED 
AT BRITISH COMEBACK. 

Washington, Apri] 28.—Announce- 
ment that a gold basis had been re- 
stored in England was acclaimed at 
the treasury today as a reconstruction 
step second only to conclusion of the 
Dawes reparation plat. 

Prediction was made that other Eu- 
ropean nations soon would be enabled 
to restore the gold basis as a result 
of their decision. , 

Secretary Mellon and Governor Cris- 
singer and other members of the fed- 


eral seserve board. that although 


the lifting of the gold embargo is an 
accomplished fact, the immediate psy- 
chological effect is more important. 
The argument was advanced that 
Great Britain now stood on a financial 
par with the United States and that 
these two great financial powers could 
and would wield an incalculable influ- 
ence on world monetary affairs. 
Great Step Forward. 

A. C. Miller, reserve board member 
and economist, thought the British had 
chosen the best metbod of initiating 
the gold standard by turning it over 
to experienced financiers to direct. 

“The restoration of the gold basis 
in Great Britain,” he said, “means 
that one of the greatest steps has been 
taken since the war toward establish- 
ment of a world mental poise and equi- 
librium.” 

The belief prevailed among high of- 
ficials that the credit which Chancellor 
Churchill announced was to be estab- 
lished here would be little used. These 
officials held that psychology again 
would play an important part, for with 
the credit available, temporary de- 
pressions in exchange that may réa- 
sonably be expected to come will ap- 
pear as unimportant for the officials 
directing the effort will know that 
funds are available to correct any sit- 
uation.

London, April 28. — Winston 
Churchill has sent Great Britain and 
her dominions back to the gold stand- 
ard, reduced the British income tax 
by 2 1-2 per cent and provided for 
further funding of the British debt in 
the most interesting budget devised by 
a ehancellor of the exchequer since 
that of the brilliant Joseph Chamber- 
lain many years ago, 

Churehill’s budget is balanced to 
the last farthing; it takes no account 
of the pang of obtaining debt 
payments from France, Italy and the 
other war borrowers and by a skill- 
ful shifting of the center of taxation 
it makes the tax reductions far more 
obvious than the tax increases con- 
tained in it. Many Britishers able 
to analyze the shifting of the burden 
are wondering whether to cheer or to 
curse, but to the vast masses of the 
lower middle class the obvious in- 
come tax reduction is a signal for 
prolonged and hearty rejoicing, 

Springs Sensation. 

Great Britain was prepared for a 
sensation in the dashing Churchill's 
first budget and Churchill did not 
disappoint. With the return of che 
old standard recommended the res- 
toration of imperial preference on 
imports from the dominions and of 
the McKenna tariff on certain im- 
ports from foreign lands. Americau 
automobiles and nioving picture films 
will suffer from the imposition of the 
McKenna duties which were removed 
by the late labor government.

GERMAN ‘DUPING 
THEORY DROPPED 


have not 


Washington, 
come of Gepmany’s experiment in ele- 
vating von Hindenburg to the presi- 


dency continues ‘a subject of very 
serious thought in Washington. 
The state department remained ab- 
solutely silent on the question today 
and no official elsewhere, authorized 
to speak for ihe American govern- 
ment, would express any opinion. 
Nevertheless, it was learned that 
some of those highest in the adminis- 
tration are inclined to agree with 
Lioyd George’s teise churactérization 
of the selection of von Hindenburg 
as “extraordinarily stupid.” 
Whatever disappointment there is 
appears to savor only a little of anx- 
iety over what tue old German sol- 
dier may be able tc do with the sharp- 
lv circumscribed prerogatives of the 
German presidency. The dominating 
thought is rather cne of surprise and 
shock over the index to popular Ger- 
man thought given by the election. 


Theory Destroyed. 


The internationai effort to facili- 
tate German recuperation all has 
been based on the theory that the 
German people had been misled dur- 
ing the war oy a small militaristic 
autocracy. ‘The elections, in which 
the central figure of that autocracy 
was the  successiul candidate, ap- 
pear to some ofticials to destroy that 
theory entirely. 

Those who hoid these views expect 
to see a new attitude by European 
governments, one to another. France 
never has fully xccepted the belief 
that the German rank and file was 
duped by its leaders, but some of the 
other European nations seem to have 
accepted it fully. It now is suggest- 
ed that the Voles, the Czechs, and 
other peoples whose fears are 
strengthened »y the German popular 
expression of last Sunday will re- 
align themselves accordingly. 

Break Not Feared. 

Tt is taken for granted that respon- 
sible governments everywhere will 
take such finaacial and diplomatic 
steps as may vc found necessary to 
cope with the situation, There ap- 
parently is no fear here that any ac- 
tunl break will occur between Berlin 
and any other capital. Outside of 
few extreme srouys in France, Po- 
land #nd Czecno-Slovakia the peo- 
ples of the world are believed to be 
more nearly a unit than ever before 
in desiring to evade war. 

As for the immediate future, there 
is a disposition here to expect the 
restoration of disturbed security 
values on the great stock exchanges, 
und eautious ranewal of the policy 
of extending loans to German indus- 
try. his would be the first effect 
of the world’s altempt to minimize 
dangerous consequences of Hinden- 
burg’s election. 


RADIO COMPETITION 
NOT FEARED BY EDITOR 


Toronto, April 28.—Melville &. 
Stone. former general manager of the 
Associated Press and now its coun- 
sellor, in addressing the Canadian 
ress at its annual meeting today 
said: 

“I do not believe that radio can 
ever compete with the newspaper in 
providing the public with news.” 

There are fundamental difficulties 
in the collection and transmission of 
news by radio that could not meet 
the organized facilities of the coop- 
erative association of the newspapers 
for gathering and distributing news, 
he said. 

Mr. Stone was introduced by E. 
Norman Smith, president of the. Ca- 
nadian Press, as the most distinguish- 
ed guest available for a meeting of a 
news organization like the Canadian 
Press. 

Mr. Stone said he had seen the 
Associated Press grow from a mem- 
bership of 12 to 1.200 and had seen 
the Canadian Press grow from noth- 
‘ng until it now embraced pracqcally 
every daily newspaper in Canada.

NEW BRITISH BUDGET 
TO HURT U. S. EXPORTS

it is not likely that. Ckurchill’s “re 
ommendations” wil be ignored, but 
the free trade clique within the con- 
servative party is ably led by the 
Earl of Derby and there is the possi

Churchill's proposals offer relief 
from taxation to every class of Briton 
while imposing less obvious additional 
burdens where they will not chafe so 
much as the old ones. The entire plan 
tw follow closely the United 
States idea of returning the country 
to complete normality—that is, to re- 
store the gold standard, pay debts, 
economize in expenditure, reduce the 


income tax and increase tariffs. 
Conservatives Look Ahead. 


The budget seems to show plainly 
that the consérvatives do not intend 
to become reactionary on the strength 


but are looking ahead to the next elec- 
tion. 

From a basic rate of 22 1-2 per cent 
the income tax is reduced to 20 per 
eent on total income, representing a 
net reduction of 11 1-9 per cent. By 
increasing the exemption on earned in- 
come another 11 1-9 per cent reduc- 
tion affected in the basie tax on 
smnall incomes, 

By daringly increasing the already 
tremendous “death duties” on estates 
of from $62.500 to $5,000,000 Church- 
Ul has provided funds to offset part of 
the income tax reduction. This in- 
crease affects a class of persons almost 
wholly conservative, but they are mol- 
lified by a proportionate decrease in 
the supertax on great incomes. Thus 
Churchill would levy on the fortunes 
of dead men to give relief to the living. 

There will be broad development of 
the social insurance scheme.

Regulations preventing export 
of gold to any but countries 
where the gold standard prevails 
will succeed the embargo, Minister 
Colyn announced.

Mr. Churchill proposed. the reim- 
position of McKenna duties upon 
imported luxuries. 

The interest on the British national] 
debt, Churchill announced, has been 
reduced since 1920 by more than 70, 
000,000 pounds. It was most impor- 
tant, he said, that the policy of debt. 
repayment should continue. 

The nominal deadweight charge of 
the debt had decreased from 7.680.- 
000.000 pounds on March 31, 1924. 
to 7,646,000,000 pounds. Churchill 
said he proposed to raise the sinking 
fund to the statutory limit. 

The total -expenditure of the bud- 
get, Churchill estimated at 799,406,- 
000 pounds sterling, which is 9,400,- 
GOO pounds sterling more than last 
year’s budget provided. This’ the 
chancellor termed as “a very dis- 
eppointing result.” 

The chancellor announced that 
sugar would be restored to the list of 
commodities under the imperial pref- 
erence plan. Preference would also 
Le applied to dried fruits and heavy 
and sparkling wines. 

The standard rate of income tax 
will be redueed by six pence in the 
pound sterling, Mr. Churchill an- 
nounced. 

The imperial preference on tobacco 
will be increased from one-sixth of 
ihe full duty to one-fourth. The 
chancellor preceded his statement of 
changes in the imperial preference 
list by announcing that the govern- 
ment proposed to give effect to this 
preference so far as it would -not in- 
volve taxing foods. 

In his further announcements on 
taxation Mr. Churchill said the exist- 
ing 11-shilling super tax would be re- 
cuced hy the same amount as the 
Ceath duties were increased. 

The new taxation, the chancellor 
said, would yield 10,230,000 pounds 
the current year, bringing the estimat- 
ed surplus up to 36,830,000 pounds. 

The new taxation he estimpted, 
should yield in ¢e full year approxi- 
mately 20.000,000 pounds. 

Churchill estimated the revenue for 
the current year upon existing basis 
of taxation at 826,000,000 pounds.

ard in England is the most impor- | 


tant economic move that has taken 
place in any of the European 
nations since the talk of post-war 
rehabilitation began. 

It not only demonstrates England 
to be on a sound financial basis 
again, with a favorable international 
trade balance, but its significance 
to this country is that it establishes 
a parity of exchange which will he 
of untold value to America, both in 
her trade and international finan- 
cial relations. 

The most 
however, is the psychological effect 
it will have on the other countries 
of Europe. The most serious phase 
of European reconstruction has 
been the standardization of the cur- 
rency of the respective nations.

New York, April 28.—Officers of 
the church pension fund of the Epis- 
eopal church announced today that it 
has a sufficient surplus on hand to 
warrant liberalizing its pension pay- 
ments beyond the amount it has prom- 
ised to pay.

Brings Clash of Scientists 


) Washington, April. 28.—Contradic- relativity and alse Eiddington’s theory 


tory views on the Einstein theory of 
relativity were expressed in papers 
read today before the annual meeting 
of the National Academy of Sciences, 
which ended its open sessions with 
a banquet tonight at which the Daniel 
Giraud Elliot medal for 1924 -was 
awarded to Abbe Henri Brenil. Eu- 
ropean archaeologist, for his paleo- 
lithic researches, and: the Mary Clark 
Thompson medal was given to John 
Mason Clark, New York geologist. 

Dr, Dayton C. Miller. of the Case 
School of Applied Science, Cleveland, 
Ohio, told the academy today that 
experiments conducted during the 
last four years at Cleveland, and 
Mount Wilson, Calif. pointed to the 
conclusion that there is a relative mo- 
tion of the earth and the ether and 
that the solar system as a whole is 
moving through space. This tends to 
disprove the Einstein theory, he said. 
which is predicated in part on experi- 
ments conducted in ISS7 by A. A. 
Michelson of the University of Chi- 
cago and the late E. W. Morley. who 
coneluded that there was no drift of 
ether. 

Find Supporting Evidence. 

Dr. George Ellery Hale, honorary 
director of the Mount Wilson observ- 
atory. announced that its director. 
Dr. Walter S. Adams, had found 
supporting evidence for the Einstein 
theory in photographing the spectrum 
of the faint companion star of Sirius, 
the brightest in the heavens. : 

“Dr. Adams has now accomplished 
with the 100-inch Hooker telescope 
the difficult task of photographing 
the spectrum of the companion star 
and measuring the position of the 
lines in its spectrum,” he declared. 
“He finds them to be shifted toward 
the red end of the spectrum by an 
amount in close aceord with Edding- 
ton’s prediction. These results thus 
tend to confirm Eijinstein’s theory of 


of stellar constitution.” 

The observations of Dr. Miller were 
described by Dr. Ludwik Silberstein, 
of the research laboratory of . the 
Eastman Kodak company, as “a dead- 
ly blow to the Einstein theory,” and 
jhe expressed hope that the Cleveland 
scientist would try other experiments 
at other high points of the earth. 

, Enumeration Hepeless. 

The number of stars is so large 
that a complete enumeration is hope- 
less, Dr. Frederick. H. Seares of the 
Mount Wilson observatory and P. J. 
Van Rhijn of the. Kapetyn astro- 
nomical laboratory, Groningen, Hol- 
land, reported in a paper entitled 
“Distribution of the Stars with Re- 
spect tv Brightness and Distance from 
the Milky Way.” Although presence 
of very numerous sun-spots betokens 
high solar radiation, Dr. C. G. Abbot, 
of the Smithsonian institution, | in- 
formed the academy that whenever 
one of them crosses the center of the 
sun’s disk, there is a brief interval 
of diminished solar radiation. 

“It appears,” he explained, “as if 
a solar cloud overshadows each sun- 
spot. Which, when it comes square- 
ly between the earth and the sun, 
produces a small depression of radia- 
tion.” 

Results in predicting weather tem- 
peratures on the basis of Dr. Abbot’s 
work were described in a paper by 
H. H. Clayton, of Canton, Mass. Dr. 
C. F. Marvin, director of the weather 
bureau, who was in the audience, said 
his unit of the government was deecp- 
ly. interested in this work, but that 
it was necessary to examine the re-, 
sults very carefully before adopting 
their principles, adding that “we are 
very skeptical of all claims you have 
heard.” He invited the members to 
attend a meeting at the weather bu- 
reau Saturday, where he said, “you 
will hear the other side.”

Stalactites, Young and Old. 
Typical stalactites, hanging in the 


same dense inverted forest of sprouts! 
to be found in the cavern, depend in 


a cluster from the top of the case. 
Some of these are young and some 
fairly old. The younger stalactites are 
ordinarily distinguished by a hollow 
tube through the center. In the cav- 
ern the explorers broke off the end of 
one of these brittle stalactites and 
thereupon had a faucet from which 
they secured drinking water. 

The best cave “pearls” are truly 
spherical. They are gieaming white 
with a natural gloss. Carlsbad cavern 
is the only cave in the United States 
which is known to have these unique 
eave products. The largest spherical] 
“nearls” are about an inch in diam- 
eter. Still larger “pearls,” like the 
larger pearls of the sea, are misshapen. 
One in the exhibit is almost as large 
as a hen’s egg. 

Cave “pearls” are found in pools on 
the floors of certain chambers of Carls- 
bad cavern. These pools are formed 
by water heavily charged with calcium 
carbonate dropping from the ceiling. 
Tiny fragments of stone fall into the 
pool and the dissolved rock in the 
water begins to form about these par- 
ticles. The splash of the drop im- 
parts a slight motion to the “seed 
pearl” keeping it from being fastened 
to the cave floor. Miniature Buddhas

The exhibition lodged in the nation- 
al museum for the inspection of the 
eapital’s thousands of visitors, shows 
the broad range of the work of water 
in the cave. Here water has made a 
war club, again it has woven the flim- 
siest stone lace. There are a number 
of pieces that might have come from 
the famed sea gardens of Bermuda. 
Agriculture is represented by a yellow 
limestone “cob of corn.” 

Some of the cave oddities afford 
nuzzles which have proved too deep 
for the cave explorers themselves. For 
example, there is the problem of ex- 
plaining why a stalactite growing reg- 
ulariy downward should suddenly turn 
at right angles, grow horizontal for a 
way and then return meekly to New- 
ton’s laws of gravitation again by do- 
ing another “column right.” And why 
should a stalactite after some years of 
growth downward, start growing in a 
cone toward the ceiling? And how can 
a Gordian knot and a Medusa head 
be made in stone? . No satisfactory 
scientifie explanation has been ad- 
vanced for these peculiar contortions. 

Rings Show Age. 

That stalactites and stalagmites, the 
limestone twins of caves, have rings 
showing annual growths just like 
trees. is revealed in cross sections cut, 
polished and on exhibition. There is 
u basis, but not as accurate a measure 
as found in-trees, for calculating the 
age of the stone icicles, by counting 
the rings. In these circles are seen 
another possibility which is being 
probed, of determining the age of the 
Pueblo Bonito Indian dwellings exca- 
yated by the National Geographic so- 
ciety in the northern part of New 
Mexico. 

By comparing the rings in logs 
found in old missions with logs in 
Pueblo Bonito ruins, it was hoped that 
data could be obtained for fixing the 
century in which this “apartment 
house” resounded with the sound of 
voices. But a gap in the ring meas-
